To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  your  district  for  the  year  1969. 

HOUSING. 

Generally,  the  condition  of  the  housing  accommodation  in 
the  area  is  good  and  there  is  little  or  no  overcrowding.  A total 
of  56  council  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and,  in  addition, 
22  private  dwellings  were  completed.  An  increased  number  of 
standard  grants  were  approved  by  the  council  during  the  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  only  infectious  diseases  notified  from  your  district 
were  two  cases  of  infective  jaundice.  In  common  with  the  rest  of 
the  county,  y >ur  district  was  affected  by  the  outbreak  of  influenza 
(Hong  Kong  type)  which  commenced  in  December  of  last  year.  No  deaths 
from  this  disease  were  reported  from  your  area  up  to  the  end  of  the 
year. 

CARAVANNING  AND  CAMPING. 

The  number  of  holiday  caravanners  and  campers  continues  to 
increase,  but  despite  this  the  general  standard  on  sites  in  the  rural 
district  remains  good. 

I should  like  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Members 
of  the  Council  and  its  Officers  for  their  courtesy  and  kindness  to  me 
during  my  first  year  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

One  male  child,  aged  2 weeks,  died  from  broncho-pneumonia 
during  the  year;  his  birth  weight  was  71bs.4ozs. 

DEATHS. (General ) 

The  local  death  rate  still  remains  higher  than  the  county 
and  national  rates,  with  heart  disease  accounting  for  37  of  the 
total  deaths.  Malignant  disease  accounted  for  21  deaths  - only  one 
of  these  was  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung. 

Approximately  38/£  of  the  112  deaths  occurred  in  persons 
aged  between  70  and  80  years  and  approximately  39^  in  persons  over 
80  years  of  age.

NOTIFICATIONS  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Two  cases  of  Infective  Jaundice  only  were  notified  from 
your  district  during  the  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no  deaths  from 
tuberculosis  nor  were  any  new  cases  of  the  disease  notified  from  your 
area  during  the  year. 

Prevention  of  Tuberculosis:  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  school-children 

(l3years  and  over)  continued  during  the  year  at  school  sessions.  At 
Preseli  C.S. School  75  children  were  skin-tested  and  59  of  these 
required  vaccination.  Dr.  D.  Llewelyn  Davies,  the  Chest  Physician, 
also  vaccinates  contacts  at  his  Chest  Clinic. 

During  the  year,  a total  of  791  school-children  in  the 
county  received  B.C.G.  vaccination. 
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MASS  RADIOGRAPHY. 


It  was  not  possible  for  the  Mobile  Unit  of  the  Mass 
Radiography  Service  to  make  its  annual  visit  in  the  autumn,  but 
arrangements  were  made  for  a visit  early  in  1970,

Ambulance  S ervice  : The  County  Council  administers  this  service, 

with  ten  ambulances  based  throughout  the  county;  one  of  these  is  at 
Tegryn,  providing  invaluable  service  for  patients  in  the  north  of  the 
county. 

During  the  year,  a total  of  1,642  patients  were  conveyed  by 
this  vehicle  - 118  stretcher  and  1,524  sitting  cases  - which  travelled 
a total  of  22,586  miles,  an  average  of  13*7  miles  per  patient.

It  was  found  necessary  during  1969,  to  remove  one  elderly 
gentleman  to  hospital  and  one  elderly  lady  to  a County  Council  Welfare 
Home,  under  the  above  Section.

HOUSING. 


The  council  house  waiting  list  at  Crymmych  was  decreased 
slightly  by  the  completion  of  22  houses  in  that  area  during  the  year. 
20  council  houses  at  St.  Dogmaels  and  14  at  Cilgerran  were  also 
completed  during  1969*

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


It  was  possible  during  the  year  to  cover  additional 
routes  now  that  the  council  have  two  vehicles.  No  serious  complaints 
were  received.  All  refuse  is  still  deposited  on  one  tip,  but  this 
continues  to  be  controlled  and  maintained  satisfactorily. 

CARAVANNING  AND  CAMPING. 

With  this  popular  form  of  holiday-making  still  increasing, 
is  is  necessary  for  regular  inspections  to  be  made  to  ensure  that 
the  high  standard  expected  is  maintained  on  all  sites. 

There  are  16  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  district  and 
8 tent  sites;  no  residential  sites.
